THE CITY AND MINSTER OF YORK 


66 FEE may have been a British settlement here before the 
coming of the Romans about A.D. 71.” So runs the 
introduction to the official Guide to the City of York. And the 
years have swept on, full-charged with history: the Roman occupa- 
tion until A.D. 410; Saxons; Danes; William the Conqueror, 1069; 
William Rufus; Edward IIl; York in the Middle Ages with a 
population of over 13,000, the second City in the Kingdom as 
regards inhabitants, and the sixth as regards trade. There were 
twenty-seven more churches in York in those days than now, 
scveral great monasteries, four friaries, four leper hospitals and 
twenty other hospitals. 16 is well to remember sometimes that men ^ leapt with joy to 
any task for others’ quite a long time ago. 

The Battle of Towton, 1461; The Pilgrimage of Grace, 1536; the Rising in the 
North, 1569; the Sicge of York, the Battle of Marston Moor and the City’s surrender in 
July, 1644—dates cnough to show that York is a place of pilgrimage in very truth for 
those who would learn of the Birth of a Nation. р 

And to-day, the Capital City of the great County of Yorkshire, with a population 
of over 85,000, York is a city of contrasts, marked by the hurry and bustle of Saturday, 
with its crowded streets and busy markets—and on Sunday by the traditional 
atmosphere of а Cathedral City. Our visitors will not make the mistake, however, 
of asking their way to the Cathedral—no-one will know where that is: they will ask 
for the Minster, where guides may be found opposite the South Door, at the top of 
Stonegate, for extensive sightsecing. And we hope you will find one of the York 
Branch members thercabouts—duly labelled, who will be at your 
service, 

A tour round the old city walls is the best way of sceing York, 
being careful not to miss Clifford Tower, the scene of the dreadful 
massacre of the Jews in the reign of Richard I. To those who 
may find this walk too lengthy, a walk along Petergate (named 
after St. Peter, the Patron Saint of the Minster) through Bootham 
Bar to the Exhibition Buildings is recommended. This building 
lies behind the City Art Gallery, and to the left is the King's 
Manor House, now the home of the Yorkshire School for the 
Blind, and a very beautiful example of mediæval architecture. On the right you will 
sce a small part of an old wall, built to protect St. Mary's Abbey—once the wealthiest 
monastic centre in the North. And Bootham Bar, with its portcullis, now the main 
gateway from York to Scotland and the North. 


* * * * 


On Saturday we shall have met for our Festival Service in York Minster, surrounded 
by so great a crowd of witnesses. For the first Minster, a small wooden building, was 
erected in A.D. 637 and there, on Easter Day of that year, Edwin, King of 
Northumbria, and the chief members of his court were baptised by Pulinus, а 
missionary Bishop from Rome.

TOC H IN YORKSHIRE 


OG H first came to Yorkshire in July, 1921. The nucleus 

. consisted of a few men living in the county who had used 
and loved the Old House during the war. These сагу 
pioncers, with the aid of Tubby, began to sow the first seeds of 
what was later to develop into Toc H in Yorkshire as we know 
it to-day, consisting of two Arcas, a Division, and some cighty 
units. As we look back at the beginnings of the family in this 
part of the globe, we cannot regard them solely as " the good 
old days,” for there were many difficulties to contend with, 

and many misconceptions as to the nature of Toc H. There were some who thought 
of it purely as an Ex-Servicemen’s organisation; others who imagined it to be a new 
religious sect, or even a sveret society! Only by a very slow process dees the public 
come to a truer perception of the nature of Toc H. 

For the first eighteen months there were Accting visits from Tubby and the small 
band of enthusiasts collected round him, but with Toc H springing up all over the 
country, they were in no position to devote much time to guiding the growing family 
in Yorkshire. There are some who consider it little short of a miracle that Toc H 
in the three Ridings weathered the storms of its early days. However, lessons were 
learned by experience, and many friendships formed which exist to the present day. 
Some old members are now scattered abroad in various parts of the world, and there 
are men in India, South Africa, Australia and South America who first met Toc H 
in the towns and villages of Yorkshire. At the end of 1921 Tubby wrote to an old 
friend of Talbot House, resident in Sheffield, that he had visited the dozen assembled 
with Mac (С. J. Magrath) of Little Talbot House, Ypres, and that * the stone was well 
and truly laid.’ 

Amongst the first units to be formed were the Branches at Spen Valley. Sheffield, 
and Hull, and it was in 1922 that Tubby spoke of the advisability of opening а house 
in Shefheld, and despite the scarcity of money, the house in Pitsmoor, which is now 
known as Mark VIII, was purchased for the Association. 

Leeds, Hudderstield and Rotherham were amongst the units started in 1923. and 
under the guidance of Ronnie Grant, who became the first Northern Area Secretary, 
inter-unit organisation and co-operation began to tak: form. The early Executive 
meetings were slightly comic and bore scant resemblance to the well disciplined Area 


world . . . 


Executives of 1937. Long hours were spent in discussing the domestic affairs of the 
house: the value of cut glass salad bottles, the type of curtains required for the dining 


room and whether the first hosteller was the sort of 
latchkey ! 

In 1923 Mark VIII Sheffield was opened by the late Lord Plumer, and it was in the 
same year that the Hospital Library Service, since grown to large dimensions, had 
its inception. 

In 1924 and 1925 Tec H saw the light of day in Whitby. York, Halifax, Goole and 
elsewhere. Much of the growth was haphazard, and in many cases a Group met for 
months with no-one, apart from themselves, being aware of the fact; but co-operation 
was growing, and at the first Northern Conference many resolutions were passed and 
more friendships made. 

It was in 1924 that Gilbert Williams, the first Arca Padre, arrived in Sheffield, and 
in the same year houses were opened in Hull and Halifax. 

Then, to proceed in the popular broadcasting style: 

1925 secs another Northern Conference and the Yorkshire Federation comes into 
existence. Ronnie Grant is transferred to London. Guest-nights draw larger crowds. 
Admission to membership becomes more difficult. Toc H in Leeds tackles a fine 
job of work at a settlement later to he known as Mark ХІХ. Hull plays its part in 
building bravcly by assisting at the St. Etheldreda's Mission Rest Hut for Dockers, 
and other work amongst sea-faring men. Willing workers travel throughout the 
county spreading the news of Tec Н. Тос Н starts in West Sheffield, Mexborough, 
Scarborough, Skipton. 

1927—The Archbishop of York dedicates the Chapel in Red House, Leeds. Тос Н 
begins in Wakefield, Newlands and Keighley. 

1928—Groups formed at Burley, Hillsborough, Harrogate and Anlaby. 1929—Ripon. 

In November, 1929, Sheffield holds a successful Bazaar to pay off the debt on 
Mark УШ. Lord Brotherton gives (25,000 as a Yorkshire endowment and a new 
house in Leeds to bear his name. 

1930—The first meeting of the Yorkshire Arca Council. Toc H starts at Pontefract, 
Malton, Morley, Bedale, Harchills, Selby, Paddock and Hinderwell. 

193t—Toc Н starts in Sleights, Willerby, Kimberworth, Pickering, Cawood, 
Newington, North Ferriby, Howden and other places. 

March 1932, Brotherton House opened by H.R.H. the Princess Royal. New Groups 
at Ilkley, Settle, Knaresborough, Boroughbridge and Ossett, and in 1933 and 1934 at 
Batley, East Keswick, Monk Fryston and Shipley.

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The division of Yorkshire into the West and Fast Yorkshire Areas and the South 
Yorkshire Division in the spring of 1934 is a land-mark in the history of Toc H 
Yorkshire. As the movement expanded the old Area became more and more 
unwieldy, and its division became an obvious necessity. To-day the East Yorkshire 
Area consists of 24 units grouped into 5 Districts with the Area Headquarters at 
Clarendon House, Hull. Being almost entirely an agricultural Arca the units, apart 
from Hull, are widely scattered in the country towns and villages of the East Riding. 
Distance makes co-operation difficult, and The Wolds tend to isolate some of the Units 
on the coast from their brethren farther inland.

The West Yorkshire Area includes all the busy manufacturing towns of the West 
Riding, part of the Yorkshire coalheld, and the wide expanse of agricultural country 
which extends northward from Leeds almost up to the Durham boundary. There 
are cight Districts, containing some forty-four Groups and Branches. In the Dales 
and agricultural districts isolation creates much the same problem as is encountered 
in East Yorkshire, but in the manufacturing districts difficulties are of a different 
nature. 

The South Yorkshire Division consists of the two Districts of Sheffield and 
Rotherham and Mexborough—thirtcen Units in all. This is not a large number but 
there arc signs of life in various places throughout the Division. 4 

The story does not finish here, for Тос H has not yet reached all the towns and 


villages where its message is needed. With the Festival to inspire us, we look forward 
with strong hope to the future.

Silver Lamps 


A small number of special Lamps have been ht for other than ordinary use in Branches. 
These are, in most cases, finished in oxydised silver, but their material is the ordinary bronze, 
1e., their intrinsic value. by intention, is scarcely. greater than that of other Lamps. Three 
of these special Lamps are connected with the present Festival and a description of them 
precedes the Roll of Lamps of Yorkshire Branches. 


Rushlights of Groups 


Tne Кеѕнмент, a replica in bronze of the old English domestic rushlight holder, with 
the Double Cross added, is the symbol of a Group (the probationary unit) of Toe H. This 
is bestowed without ceremony and is surrendered in exchange for a Lamp when the Group 
is promoted to Branch status. The Rushlight is used in the same way as the Lamp. There 
are 42 Groups in Yorkshire holding Rushlighis (see puge 23). 


The Guard of the Lamp 


Since the beginning all matters regarding Lamps and Rushlights, such as the proper 
maintenance and use of them, the ceremonies connected with them. ete. have been in the 
charge of a committee of three, the © Guard of the Lamp." There is now a Central Guard 
of the Lamp, a Guard for cach of the Areas in Great Britain and for cach of the Oversea 
sections of Toc H which has å properly authorised Council or Constitution of its own.

Name and Dedication: Tre Prince’s Lame: In Memory or uis FRIENDS. 


This, the first Lamp of all, was presented to Toc H by H.M. King Edward УШ, when 
Prince of Wales, and first lit by him at Guildhall, London, on December 15, 1922. It stands, 
perpetually burning, on the tomb of Sir John Croke, one of the first Wardens of the Guild 
of St. Mary ( (founded 1465), in the Church of All Hallows, Barking- hy-the-Totwer, in the 
City of London. [t is now enshrined in a bronze-gilt and enamelled casket, decorated with 
the insignia of Тос Н Branches and Houses, which was unveiled by the Prince of Wales 
on December 15, 1923. All new Lamps (except in Australia from 1927 to 1935) have been 

lit from it, and it is thus used to-night, 
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The Plumer Lamp. 


Name and Dedication: Lamp or Maintenance: In memory of FreLp-MarsHat First 
Viscount Hernerr CHarLEs ONsLow PLUMER oF MESSINES, 1857-1932, 
President of Toc H. 


This silver Lamp was lit by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales in Birmingham on December 3, 
1932, and was deposited in the Zouche Chapel of York Minster and dedicated by the Dean 
of York on September 3. 1933. The gilded bronze frame of the aumbry bears the inscription. 


The first photograph above shows General Sir Charles Harington, Lord Plumer's friend 
and Chief of Staff, holding this Lamp for its first lighting in 1932. Sir Charles (Tim) 
Harington, a President of Toe H, was General Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Northern 
Command, 1923-1927, when he visited all Toe H units in Yorkshire; he is now Governor of 
Gibraltar. The second photograph shows the Plumer Lamp in its niche in York Minster. 


The Lamp of India. 


This silver Lamp is being used to start this year's World 
Chain of Light on December 11 (see puge 33). H is dedicated 
to the memory of Field Marshal Lord Roberts of Kandahar 
(1832-1914), and was presented to Toc H by Lord Halifax, 
when (as Lord Irwin) he was Viceroy of India. It was first 
lit by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales in London on December 15, 
1925. and lit in Calcutta Cathedral on December 15, 1926. by 
the Chairman of the All-India Council of Toc H, in the 
presence of H.E. the Viceroy, the Commander-in-Chief and a 
great company of people. li remained there on a pedestal 
until 1928, when a Chapel of Remembrance was formed in 
the Cathedral in which the Lamp, enclosed in a casket, with 


the grave-cross of an Unknown Soldier from Flanders hanging 
below it, now burns perpetually,

THE WORLD CHAIN OF LIGHT 


The World Chain of Light is being held this week-end, Deeember 11-12, by Toe H 
throughout the world for the ninth year in succession. The first suggestion for the obser- 
хапсе came from Toc H Australia in 1929, and the first ` link” in the Chain was forged that 
year by the lighting of the Lamp at Perth, Western Australia. In 1930 the chain started 
from Talbot Flouse in Poperinghe; in 1931 from the Cathedral of Johannesburg; from 1932 
to 1936 from the Old House in Flanders again. This усаг the Chain starts from the Lamp 
of India (see page 30) in Calcutta Cathedral. It will have been lit there at g p.m. by 
standard Indian Railway time, which is about six hours earlier than 9 p.m. in England. 
By a happy coincidence the Lord Roberts Lamp. which is being used in Calcutta, was 
a gift to Toc H from Lord Halifax, who is lighting our Lamps in York to-night. 


The Chain of Light reminds members all over the world, during one particular twenty- 
four hours of the vear, of their unity in Toe Н, by a piece of symbolism which is both 
simple and striking. Each unit “ stands to " its Lamp or Rushlight and holds the Ceremony 
of Light at 9 p.m. by its own time. The effect of this. as the carth rotates on its axis in the 
course of twenty-four hours, is a succession of lights springing up from Fast to West, which 
girdles the globe. The light, which started from Calcutta at 9 p.m. on December 11 and 
has been passed on to one unit after another Westwards, 18, so to speak, received back at 
Calcutta at 9 p.m. on December 12 after its world-wide journey. It is a chain, forged link 
by link, which reminds members. many of whom will never meet face to face, ol the 
bond of fellowship in service which makes them опе familv in Toc H.
